PWA REQUIREMENTS 

Article 10. To see if the Town of Clarendon will vote to construct two 
Highway Bridges, i.e., Balch Bridge over Cold River on road leading from 
Rutland to North Shrewsbury, and Chippenhook Bridge over Clarendon River 
on road leading from West Rutland to Chippenhook at a, total estimated cost 
of $30,545.00 provided a grant is received from the Federal Government to 
assist in financing the construction thereof. 

Article 11 . To see if the Town will authorize its Selectmen to borrow a 
sum not to exceed $17,000.00 to defray the Town’s share of the cost of the 
project described in Article 10, and to see what means the Town will adopt 
for the repayment of such sum. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Selectmen to
